Applicants argue that Dong failed to disclose claimed Cu based alloy composition 
and hardness. Applicants' attention is directed to [00171 to [00191 and Table 2 for hardness. Applicants argue that Dong failed to 
disclose method for producing claimed copper alloy. But, instant claims are product claims not process claims. Furthermore, 
applicants failed to show any critical steps for properties not disclosed by Dong. Applicants' argument with respect to examples 
of Dong is noted. But, examples are for illustration not for limitation. Applicants argue that Szyszkowski failed to disclose claimed 
Si content. But, applicants failed to show that the claimed 0.03 wt.% has different property from 0.01 wt.% Si as disclosed by 
Szyszkowski. Applicants argue that Szyszkowski failed to disclose claimed hardness. But claims reiected by said prior art do not 
recite hardness. Applicants argue that Smith failed to disclose iron, nickel, and/or lead. Applicants' attention is directed to col. 2, 
line 61 to col. 3, line 2. Applicants argue that Smith failed to disclose hardness. But, none of claims reiected by Smith recites 
hardness .
